Southern Idaho's first general 
deer- hunt In a number of ycara 
opened Monday In what appeared 
to be an orderly fashion— a t least Ir 
the souUi hills. No esUmntes wen 
available al t p. m. as to the num- 
ber of hunters in the hills but Forest 
Ranger- Lewis Clark, who spent the 
morning In the Trout creek area, 
said there did nol seem to be 
many hunters "on the hlU" aa . 
opening day last year when the hunt 
was conducted on a permit basis. 
Clsrk said his esUmate waa strlct- 
a guess, based on observaUons 
made In a mtrlcted area. He said 
the hunt seemed to be progressing 
nicely with some hunting parties 
already to come out wiUi tlielr kills. 
Others, he added, sUII were looking 
for Xhelr deer. 

The ranger also reported that 
hunters seem to be cooperating well 
with the forest service's request to be 
careful wlUi fires. He said there waa 
a frost In Uie high hills Sunday night 
his warning that the hills are "very 
dry," and that danger from fire is 
ereater this year than 11 haa been 
In any recent years.

IOWA IN BALANCE 
~TMaently"'TioTrtat«-ln-the-natlon-lB-morfr 
nlaunderatood pollUcally than Town, ind the 
tnlsunderatandlng seems dntlned to persist 
through the campalpi year ISSS. 

It iiteiiiB Irom the old notion that Iowa Is 
tljnost 18 rock-ribbed Republican u Maine 
In presidential elections. 

From that point the argument proceeds 
that If a Republican candidate is sisglnt in 
Iowa, he must obviously be In eonjldenbla 
difllculty in the entire country. 
' But the facU of Iowa's recent election his- 
tory do not support the contention that It U 
a top Repubilcan atate. 

Since mnklln D. Roosevelt came on the 
scene In 1032 there have been six presidential 
elections. Iowa has cast Its electoral vote 
rlaht down the middle, three times for Dcmo- 
crstlo nominees and three times for the OOP. 
For contrast, look at Mlchlfftui, with heayliy 
I ii I L Democratic Detroit and other' Industrial 
"■ ■areas. It has chosen Democratic Oov. O. Men- 
nen Williams four straight times and elected 
J 'a Demoeratla' senator In lOH. Yet since 1940 
;.it has voted consistently Republican at the 
,, presidential level. 

|( Iowa hardly looks rock-ribbed RepubUcan 
ttwhen thus set off. 

It has, of course, usually chosen Republl 
ililcan governors and persistently named OOP- 
laingreMmBn,JuUiUeiSlJ-mmprjHoeghL 
1 Republican, trailed for many hours and 
i wound iQ> winning by a relatively modest 
i 36.000. 

j ' This Isn't the whole story by any means, 
rjl; Careful research into Iowa's voting pertor- 
:{ mance shows that In some of the bcttcr-off 
i agrlcultnnU areas farmers have consistently 
'tended to vote Democratic In presidential 

years by percentages greater than recorded 

In the state as a Whole. 

_ The more prosperous Iowa fanners appear 

to have had strong Democratic presidential 

leanings. 

—With this sentiment at work, It does not re- 
quire too great a shift elsewhere to turn the 
state Into the Democratic bolumn. In 104B 
some B3 Iowa counties went't>^mocvatlc (ot 
SS), and Harry Truman tootathe state. 
' There are signs, . too, that U^y ot the 
smaller Iowa towns, dependent on fanners 
tOT a satisfactory level of business, have 
steadily been increasing the size of their 
Democratic vote. 

Though Iowa is rated .one ol the two rich' 
est farm states in America, Its heavy conccn' 
tratlon on corn and hog production has linked 
Its ;tortunes tightly with government policies 
on price supports and similar matters. 

Thus It Is highly sensitive to any price 
trend or other de^c^mfnt which affects Its 
t&rmeTS' Ineomes. TO? recoid Indfcates that 
when trends are down, or there Is a threat 
of^trouble, the sensitive areas turji^ Demo- 
cratic.' ':' ~ 

Consequantly, far from behig nearly auto- 
ijRatlc IZepublican, Iowa has In fact become 
one of the more delicately balanced states in 
the nation, politically. 

It Is likely to be one of the first to turn, 
rather than one of the last. 

If there Is a Democratic landslide In the 
making In this or any other year. Its signs 
will have to be detected somewhere other 
thori til the shifting soli of the Iowa corn- 
lands. 




AMERICAS FUTURE 
This year both major party presidential 
nomlneos felt It wise to go beyond specllic 
programs and talk glowingly of America's 
long-range future. 

This Is all to the good, for we understand 
that we have two candidates who believe' in 
prelecting a vision far past the immediate 
tomorrows. A country so dedicated to growth 
as ours needs to look down the long vlstn. 

Yet we ought to appreciate a few things 
about these views through the long-range 
lens. 

"When we peer Into It, we are not gazing at 
a party program, a set of specific, promises 
Intended to be transbLted Into law at the 
next congress or otherwise brought quickly 
to pass. 

Our vhlons of the future change ns our 
nderstandlng and mastery ot the present 
arc altered. Neither politicians nor anybody 
else can be held strictly accountable II they 
Blilft their gttie to other prospects as the years 
march by. What seems deslroblc In 1935 may 
be hopelessly In the discard by 1055. 

Specific programs 'are sotnethlDg else, 
good many politicians, of course, don't like 
to bfr' measured even against their short- 
range promises. But It seems lalr that they 
ahould be. 

For these are the elements capable of be- 
coming the law and the policy of the. land. 
The people who go to the polls to choose 
their leaders.havc a right lo know what to 
iutpectrandiOTjeriaiizror reword" thosa^who 
do notihonor their pledges. 



But we must distinguish better than we do 
between such programs and the gauges by 
which wo speak ot the "ideal luture." •
